'This  (juartor  produced  a vast  amount 
of  sickness  amongsb  young  children,  and  those  possessing 
enfeebled  constitutions  in  many  cases  succumbed.  The 
third  quarter  gave  51  deaths,  the  foiirtli  107.  The  corres- 
ponding quarter  in  1895  gave  57.

4’he  question  of  the  high  Death  Rate  in  Infants  and 
Cliildren  is  a very  important  one,  in  our  industrial  district. 
There  appears  to  be  two  main  causes. 

(1)  Impi'ovident  and  early  mariiages — women  bearing 
childi'en  before  they  are  physically  competent  to  stand  the 
.strain  of  pregnancy  and  labour — the  same  factor  often 
leading  to  improper  and  insufficient  house  accomodation, 
the  cliildren  frequently  being  born  prematurely,  of  stunted 
growth  and  delicate  constitution. 

(2)  Errors  in  dieting  infants  and  children— solid  food 
being  given  to  children  who  should  live  absolutely 
on  milk — potatoes  and  meat  and  badly  cooked  faiinaceous 
food  being  used  too  freely. 

The  County  Council  might  judiciously  institute  a house 
to  house  distribution  of  some  plain  and  simple  worded 
instructions  to  mothers  on  the  best  way  of  feeding  their 
babies,  especially  pointing  out  what  is  injurious  for  them, 
what  the  dangers  are  of  stuffing  them  with  solid  food,  and 
what,  in  a few  exceptional  cases,  may  be  substituted  for 
milk.

Whooping  Cough  is  seen  to  bo  the  greatest  factor  in 
this  category,  and  swells  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate.  Seven 
of  tliese  deaths  were  in  infants,  mostly  of  weak  constitu- 
tions— the  ph^’sical  strain  of  the  coughing,  the  liability  to 
jmlmonary  complications,  and  the  tendency  to  convulsions, 
especially  during  teething,  makes  Whooping  Cough  a most 
dangerous  infantile  disease.  The  11  deaths  were  distri-

In  this  connection,  we  have  to  note  the  considerable  rise 
in  the  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Influenza.  Diphtheria  found  its  most  congenial  soil  in  tlie 
Penkridge  and  Acton  district.  Measles  Avei-e  very  ])i*eva- 
lent  in  and  around  Cheslyn  Hay,  Great  Wyrley,  Shares- 
hill,  Bushhury,  Penkridge,  and  Huntington.  Whooping 
Cough  found  a lodgment  in  seveinl  of  the  same  cases,  and 
Influenza  in  November  appeared  to  be  general.

The  first  case  in  Cheslyn  Hay  was  complicated  with 
Erysipelas  of  a maglignant  character,  and  proved  fatal. 
The  case  in  Hatherton  came  from  Manchester,  in  a 
domestic  servant.  In  the  cases  at  Bednall  and  in  the  sui- 
rounding  parishes,  I paid  several  visits  of  inspection,  and 
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condemned  various  insanitary  conditions  which  existed,  but 
in  my  Report  to  ihe  Council  I stated  that  I considered  the 
prohjible  cause  of  these  numerous  outbreaks  was  traceable 
to  the  moist  weather  of  September,  following  a hot  and 
exceptionally  diy  summer.  Diphtheria  was  lai’gely  preva- 
lent in  rural  districts  at  the  time,  and  also  in  many  of  the 
urban -areas.  Local  insanitary  conditions  helped  to  propa- 
gate the  infection,  but  it  was  found  in  houses  where  no 
sanitai-y  defects  existed.  Together  with  the  throats  of 
Diphtheria,  there  were  many  cases  of  ordinary  sore  throat, 
and  a larger  number  than  is  usual  at  this  season  of 
Rheumatism  cases.

The  really  serious  outbreak  of  this  disease  was  at  Para- 
dise, Coven,  in  Brewood  paiish,  and  the  following  is  taken 
fi  om  my  Report  thereon  in  July  : — “ I regret  having  to  re- 
port to  you  upon  a serious  outbreak  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid 
Fever,  at  Paradise,  Coven.  On  June26th,  I received  from  Dr. 
Newnham,  of  Wolverhampton,  two  notifications  of  Enteric 
Fever,  viz.,  John  and  Emily  Bickford.  These  cases  were 
sent  by  Dr.  Newnham  into  the  Hospital  at  Wolverhampton. 
The  history  is  as  follows — a sister  who  was  a nurse  at  the 
Genei*al  Hospital  in  Birmingham,  came  to  Paradise  with 
Enteric  Fever,  and  she  was  sent  back  to  that  institution. 
As  far  as  we  could  judge,  and  Dr.  Newnham  favoured  this 
opinion,  this  case  of  the  nurse’s  originated  the  other  attacks 
— that  is  to  say,  had  this  case  not  come  to  Paradise,  in  all 
probability  the  outbreak  would  not  have  occurred.  I at 
once  proceeded  to  make  a personal  inspection  of  the  house, 
and  I came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  water  suppl}^  must 
have  become  contaminated  from  the  Typhoid  excreta, 
which  in  the  first  instance  had  been  deposited  in  the  closet, 
instead  of  being  buried  in  the  garden,  or  it  may  have 
ai'isen  fi*om  pollution  of  the  well  from  suface  water.  The 
next  cases  notified  were  William  and  William  C.  Bickford. 
These  wei-e  inmoved  to  the  Hospital,  followed  by  Mrs. 
Bickford  and  Louisa  Bickford.  The  house  is  now  empty. 
The  men  have  deen  warned  not  to  use  the  yard  pump. 
Mr.  Bickford’s  case  ended  fatally.  The  house  has  been 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected.  The  well  has  been 
cleaned  out.  Thei-e  was  no  trace  of  sewage  getting  into  it 
fi'om  the  drains,  but  the  top  of  the  well  was  not  secure 
from  sui-face  water.  This  has  been  made  safe.  There 
niast  have  been  a contamination  of  the  water,  and  I deem 
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Watei  Supply.

The  question  of  Water  for  Cheslyu  Hay  and  Groat 
Wju-ley  is  receiving  attention — an  expert 'ha^  i ig.  been 
called  in  to  give  his  opinion  on  a local  scheme.  It  is  a 
most  pressing  pi'oblem,  great  privation  having  this  year 
been  experienced  through  the  scaicity  of  water.  Water  can 
he  got  near  at  hand,  but  with  the  South  Stafford  mains  so 
near,  it  seems  a pity  not  to  bo  in  a ])osition  t.)  utili;  e such, 
as  this  would  ensure  a pure  and  continuous  sup})h'. 

Drainage. 

The  Drainage  of  Penki-idge  has  been  imiiroved  during 
the  3’ear,  but  not  as  yet  on  a scale  which  sliall  prevent 
pollution  of  the  main  stream  of  the  town.  • 

The  Cheslyn  Hay  Council  are  also  devoting  their  atten- 
tion to  a scheme  of  diainnge  in  Hatherton-street,  where  a 
number  of  houses  have  recently  gone  up,  and  to  which  I 
directed  the  C(  uiieirs  attention  in  Februaiy. 

House  Refuse. 

Once  again  I emphasise  the  importance  of  the  Council’s 
taking  up  the  question  of  empt^hng  the  ashpits  in  the 
larger  parishes,  and  insisting  on  tb.e  work  being  done  in 


efficient  manner.

The  public  have  been  plajdng  a “waiting”  game  on  this 
point.  The  Commission  was  expected  by  many  to  condemn 
compulsory  vaccination,  and  false  ideas  have  been  jireva- 
lent.  An  imjiartial  observer  of  facts  in  connection  with 
the  Sheffield  and  Gloucester  epidemics  must  note  the  heavy 
mortality  in  unvaccin  ;ted  jiersons  gigantic  as  coiujiared 
with  the  death  late  among  tlie  vaccinated  cases.  AVhatis 
needed  is  a systematic  distribution  of  calf  lym])h  to  all 
medical  ])ractitioners,  fr(  m the  L(  c.il  Government  Roard. 
Tliis  would  antagonise  much  of  the  opposition  met  with. 
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'svliicli  is  mostly  foniided  on  sentiment  and  ignorance  of  the 
solid  facts.  ]\Iany  of  the  arrears  in  vaccination  have  been 
cleared  olf  this  year,  and  by  means  of  personal  visits  of 
the  Vaccination  Officer  better  results  are  obtained. 


Cemeteries. 

Grea*:  Wyrle}'  Cemetery  is  practically  ready  for  use. 
Chesly.i  Hay  is  making*  piovision  for  one,  and  I would 
suggest  to  the  Council  the  urgent  need  for  a Cemetery  in 
Essington  parish.  At  present,  the  people  in  this  pai-ish 
have  to  go  to  Ilushbury,  a distance  of  six  miles  from  some 
parls  in  Essington,  entailing  much  expense  and  toil  to  the 
miners  of  the  district.
